SPRINGVILLE — From the 
earliest history known of man, 
the art of “divining, dowsing or 
witching” can be traced to 
today’s continued search for 
man’s ‘most precious 
commodity - “water.” 

Drawings of ancient 
Egyptians, show figures in 
strange head gear carrying a 
forked stick at arm’s length in 
front of them; in China, a statue 
of Emperor Kwang Su, dated 
2200 B.C. is depicted carrying 
an identical type of object. It 
seems, both these cultures were 
in search of water. 

The search still goes on 
today, and in the hills and 
mountain country of Southern 
Tulare county one may view a 
medium-sized man wearing a 
short Stetson hat, hard at work 
weaving a pattern in walk with a 
forked willow branch in_ his 
hands. 

The man is George Sturm, a 
water witcher, whose youthful 
zest and alertness deceives one 
into believing his 75 years of age 
is a falsehood. 

Born in Minnesota of German 
ancestry, Sturm was brought to 
Tulare county as an infant and 
raised in the Porterville and 
Springville areas. He first learned 
German, then the Indian 
language as a young child, having 
lived close to the Tule Indian 
reservation, before he could 
speak English. His grandfather 
was the late Rev. John Sturm, 

pastor of the first German 
Evangelical church in Porterville. 

His colorful life has crossed 
many paths including that of a 
whiskey runner at the age of 
eight and then again later during 
the years of prohibition. (It was 
just a sideline, confesses Sturm.) 
History. has revolved around 
Sturm, then a resident of 
Porterville, when he was the first 
man to enlist in the Army in 
Kern county during World War I. 

Serving only several months 
in this branch of the services, he 
was discharged due to an eye 
disability. Surgery corrected this 
and two months later he enlisted 
in the Navy that led to his being 
aboard the USS Arkansas, the 
largest coal powered battleship 
of the 6th Battle Squadron of 
the Grand Fleet. At the close of 
the war on board the Arkansas. 


GEORGE STURM PERFECTS 
ART OF WATER WITCHING 


Sturm was called upon to act as 
an interpreter of the German 
admiral’s surrender. papers in the 
North Séa on November 20, 
1918. 

Returning from the war, 
Sturm settled for a time in Kern 
county as a rancher besides 
working as an engineer for the 
General Petroleum Corp. Then 


- back to Tulare county in the late 


20’s to the Balch Park area 
where he now lives, to raise 
cattle and develop land. 


GEORGE STURM 


Once again Sturm felt an urge 
to assist the country in a war 
and enlisted in the Army Air 
Corps during World War II. He 
was stationed at Minter Field 
north of Bakersfield working on 
aircraft. 

Today, he ‘keeps active with 
involvement on his 40 acre ranch 
where he raises catfish for 
wholesaling, land development, 
whittling burl table tops as a 
hobby, and being a ‘water 
witch.” 

“Water witching or dowsing is 
a gift of God and you never 
want to profit on this” is 
Sturm’s philosophy when it 
comes to this strange but useful 
power ne possesses. 

Realization that he had the 
“sift” occurred in 1912, when as 
a young lad of 13, he was invited 
to go along with an Indian friend 
Tom Wheaton as he went in 
search of water. 

Wheaton, also a water witch 
of his time, suggested on that 
trip that Sturm try his hand at 
dowsing. Sturm took the forked 
stick and heeded Wheaton’s

BAKERSFIELD — Two 
members of the Continuous 
Cotton Variety Testing 
committee, Dick Markarian of 
Fresno county, and Stanley 
Hawk of Kings county, have 
been selected to serve new.

them prior to the January 18 
deadline for making 
nominations. 

Markarian serves as chairman 
and Hawk as vice-chairman of 
the committee, which operates 
under the California director of 
agriculture in testing all upland 
cottons with potential for 
favorable production in the San 
Joaquin Valley. 

Other grower representatives 
on the industry-wide committee 
are Philip Cerro, Kern county;

Markarian announced final 
results of 1973 trials will be 
mailed to all cotton growers in 
the San Joaquin valley. He urged 
growers to review the results so 
they can become better 
acquainted with the extent of 
the testing program conducted 
by the committee. 

Field testing of varieties and 
strains of cotton is under the 
supervision of Dick Bassett, 
University of California 
agronomist. The program, 
initiated at the suggestion of the 
State legislature, now is in its 
eighth year.

instructions and to his 
wonderment, the stick began its 
mysterious movements, while his 
arms struggled to hold it back. 

From that day, Sturm has 
continued with his water 
witching throughout this area 
and other places. 

His method differs from 
others in that he uses a green 
branch of the water willow 
(known also as pussy willow) 
that lives in water. He has his 
own private patch in an area 
close to his trailer home. 
Branches that grow in the shape 
of a fork with a wing section 
about 2 to 3 feet are the type he 
uses. 

“I change branches often, 
when they are old and lose their 
water content they are not good 
to work with,” states Sturm. 

Sturm has an. in-depth 
topographical knowledge of the 
mountains and hills of this area. 
His approach in finding water is 
to first. find: the direction a 
stream is running by placing one 
end of the branch in his mouth 
and the bottom part of the fork 
on his thumb at waist level. 

At this point, the stem or tail 
of the fork will swing either left 
or right if he is over an 
underground stream. 

“Witching with the willow 
only works on running water, 
not water that is still,” contends 
Sturm, who is in a state of 
complete absorption both 
mentally and physically in his 
search. 

His second step is to see how 
heavy a pull there is on the stick. 
This signifies the amount of 
water. Here he grabs each side of 
the fork in an underhand grasp, 
with the tail again in front. As 
he approaches over the spot 
where he traced the direction, 
the stick moves downward. 

“If the tail goes down fast 
you know you are over the 
stream and it’s not too deep. If 
it goes down at a slower pace,

Perry Owens, a local well 


‘ driller who has worked with 


Sturm on many wells, said, 
“Sturm is one of the most 
sincere and also the most blunt 
in his field. There are several in 
this area, but George is unusual 
in that he stays right with you 
until the very end.” 

Owens contends, “There is no 
scientific explanation to water 
witching. The only other 
knowledge we have to go on isa 
geologist. He is dealing with 
cracks and crevices and is 
expensive to hire as he studies 
the land and then you drill a 
series of wells to find water. 
Sometimes you find it and 
sometimes you don’t. We have 
had a good success ratio with 
water witching, even more so 
than geologists.” 

It is now a known fact that 
every major water and pipeline 
company in the country has a 
water witch on their payroll. A 
permanent dowser is employed 
by the Canadian Ministry of 
Agriculture and a Dutch dowser 
with a geologist is on the 
UNESCO staff. The US Marines 
also have water witches in their 
engineering ‘section. Research is 
going on in Russia with a full 
scale investigation on how it 
works, not if it works. 

Witches or dowsers use 
various techniques and 
instruments in their work. 
Among the instruments used is 
metal rods, walking sticks, coat 
hangers, copper wire, 
whalebones, pitchforks and 
pendulums. 

Sturm has succeeded in 
finding hundreds of wells in this 
part of the county, but along 
with his findings, he, as others, 
have had some failures. 

His hope now is to find a 
successor to whom he can pass 
on the knowledge that he has 
acquired over the past 60 years. 

“Not many people have this 
power to find water. You either 
have it or you don't,” he 


says.
